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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's request for continued examination 
filed January 6, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 6 and 8-13 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: while holding a semiconductor die in between poles only by the use of 
compression forces are known in the art as evidenced by Weimann, the prior art does 
not disclose or make obvious the poles electrically contacting first and second 
electrodes on first and second surface of the die along with fonning the poles to 
including flanges with rib extending portions including a squared tab and a semicircle 
distal end including all the limitations of the independent claim without use of improper 
hindsight to segment the flange portion shown in Weimann. 

Response to Arguments 

Based on applicant's amendment, his arguments filed January 6, 2006 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn.
